Fled In Auto 
This time Hager slipped through 
the hands of Deputy Glenn Roberts 
as the officer was taking him from 
his cell to the shower bath at 6:15 
p. rn. Clad only in a gray shirt 
and trousers, the prisoner dashed 
out through the deserted kitchen 
of the jail, hid in a barn and 20 
m inutes later stole a sedan owned 
by Max Dickinson which was park­ 
ed near the owner’s home. 
Eluding patrols on all highways 
leading from Lisbon, the fugitive 
made his way to E ast Liverpool, 
w here he left the automobile, con­ 
cealed by stack of lumber, off the 
highway just over the Pennsylvania 
state line east of the city. The car 
w as found Sunday night by Patrol­ 
man John R ichards and Elwyn 
Shenkel.

"The board has taken sides In 
what has been called an ‘ideolog­ 
ical controversy’ and has rendered 
decisions which promote the rivals 
of the American Federation of La­ 
bor to th e injury and detrim ent of 
the American Federation of Labor.”

T HE terror inside Germany has 
steadily Increased since Czecho­ 
slovakia. and the reason is plain. 
The November pogroms, the con­ 
quest of Prague in March, the sud­ 
den revealing of his hand In the 
ultimatums to Poland and Rumania 
have revolted thousands of Ger­ 
mans. 
It is a great mistake to underrate 
the power of Ideas In this world. 
They raise regiments when reason 
and self interest fall; they demobil­ 
ize peoples as well as mobilize 
them.

’HILK th® headlines give you a 
blow-by-blow account 
of the 
argument between President Roose­ 
velt and the German and Italian 
dictators, there's something more 
significant in the debate than the 
headlines tell, namely; 
That the beads of great powers 
are arguing, instead of shooting 
first and explaining later. 
The mere fact that an argument 
is under way Is a tribute to public 
opinion as a world wide force to 
be reckoned 
with. 
It 
is ample 
proof that no leader can afford 
to start a war without first mak­ 
ing some kind of case to prove 
he is a defender of his nation — 
not a Napoleon bent on aggression. 
This is the first instance in the 
history of major disputes when the 
public got at least a part of the 
cases for and against war before 
hostilities opened up. Up until now 
g re a t crises have 
been threshed 
out behind locked doors. If war re­ 
sulted. then It was time enough to 
explain to a blindly loyal public 
what the shooting wa* ail about. 
It is true, of course, that the 
public doesn't see every play even 
yet. But the plays its misses be­ 
cause they are m a d e ro rapidly or 
involve such complex diplomacy are 
minor ones. 
In the past. the public has wait­ 
ed months or years to get even a 
fairly accurate picture of what hap­ 
pened to push men into war.

ILLIONS of persons are constantly guessing at 
what the public wants. Those who hit on the 
answer usually get rich, or at least famous and popu­ 
lar. Those who miss out lose their time and some­ 
times their faith in humanity. 
The commercial world, movies, theater, radio and 
newspapers are In on the guessing contest. Life 
would be pretty sweet indeed for operators of those 
enterprises lf they knew in advance what the public 
wants and did not have to experiment. 
Even the political world ha* to do a lot of guess­ 
ing at what the public wants. In politics, however, 
not a great deal of consideration is given the ques­ 
tion of what the public wants. The most thought is 
devoted to what the political master minds want. 
When it comes out that what they want is not what 
the public wants, the public is deemed shortsighted, 
if not downright dumb. 
When a fellow is fortunate enough to think up 
something the public wants, he becomes a genius, 
moves in behind a big. high polished desk, and nim­ 
ble minions respond to hi* buzzers. When that sam* 
fellow thinks up something that the public does not 
want, he is heaved out on his ear, and everybody 
says he is a phoney. 


I 
N SOME fields of endeavor there are men who 
have amazing instinct for guessing what the pub­ 
lic wants. They are the great men of their various 
worlds and are either high salaried or have a nice 
piece of their enterprise. They may not always guess 
right, but lf they average .500 they do all right. 
You take a newspaper column like this, Just to 
bring the thing nearer home. We would be tickled 
slily lf we were dead sure what the public wants In 
the way of reading every time we sit down to the 
typewriter. In a few years we would he so prosperous 
as a result of the success of this column that we 
would be able to stop writing It and retire.

Reduction in higher-bracket 
personal income taxes from a max­ 
imum of 75 percent to a maximum 
of 60 percent. 
3. 
Authorization

tions to carry over tax credits for 
losses for three years Instead o f 
one. 
4. 
Modification 
of the capital 
gains tax in an effort to encourage 
investm ent. 
The legislators 
indicated that 
President Roosevelt had approved 
the entire program except the pro­ 
posed reduction in upper-level In­ 
come taxes.

$2,039 Disbursed For First 


Half May; Load Rises 


K. L. Shenkel, director of the 
local relief ofifce, today began is­ 
suing food orders amounting to $2,- 
039 for the first half of May in an­ 
ticipation of a new relief allocation 
from the county commissioners at 
Lisbon. 
Mr. Shenkel talked with the com­ 
m issioners Saturday and was In­ 
formed that funds to carry the load 
for the next 15 days at least were 
alm ost certain to be forthcoming. 
The relief load jumped to 453 
cases, representing 1.264 persons, 
April 29, Mr. Shenkel said. He laid 
the increase in cases to recent 
WPA layoffs. 
At present there are 154 cases, 
representing 618 persons, and 32 
Individuals on work relief. Direct 
relief, Mr. Shenkel reported, is car­ 
ing for 157 cases, or 489 persons, 
and 115 individual cases.

T Is worth while reminding all 
spring hay-feverites that the last 
of April or beginning of May is 
about dbe rieht time for taking the 
pre-seasonal preventive treatment. 
Spring and fall types of hay-fe- 
Yer are quite similar so far as 
•ymptoms are concerned, hut they 
are caused by different plant pol­ 
lens in the air. 
Graal Pollen 
The spring type—early summer 
■would be more accurate — starts 
tom e time in June. 
The 
gardens 
■re all abloom with roses then, and 
it is perfectly natural that people 
should assocate their sniffling and 
runny eyes with those beautiful 
visitors ami call it "rose-fever^ or 
•rose-cold” All hay-feverites know 
that during “the season” they are 
made worse by a lot of things that 
do not bother them at all during 
other times. Rating a raw tomato 
or a canteloupe, for instance, will 
(precipitate 
an 
exacerbation 
of 
sneering fits. And smelling any 
flowers will do it. 
So the rose-fever victim does get

worse near roses, 
but his 
real 
trouble is the pollen from tile hum- j 
hie and invisible flowers of the 
grasses. The grasses spread their! 
fertilizing pollen by casting it upon 
the wind; it is light and fills the 
air. and. incidentally, the nostrils 
and eyes of the ka-cbooers. 
There are a few rare people who 
are sensitive to the pollen of the 
trees. This pollination is earlier in 
the spring, about April or May. 
One can make a pretty good guess 
at the cause of hay fever by know­ 
ing the time of onset. 
Fall hay-fevcr — which like, its 
prototype could have a better name 
and ire called late summer fever— 
comes on with a very grim regular, 
ity on the 15th or 20th of August. 
The countryside is then all a-wash 
with golden rod. and. as in the cafe 
of the rose, the golden rod once got 
the blame. Then Dr. Morrill Wy­ 
man. of Harvard, took some rag­ 
weed up Into the h°art of the White 
Mountains and gave everybody in 
one household an attack of hay­ 
fever in a place where they thought 
they were immune. 
So we know that the cause of 
autumnal liay-fever is the ragweed, 
that totally useless troublemaker 
among plants. 
The only successful way to pre­ 
vent or help the sufferings of the 
hay fever victim is the use of vac­ 
cines or solutions of the pollens 
made from the pollens of the grass­ 
es or of ragweed. These are given 
at first in very weak. then in In­ 
creasingly strong doses by a hypo­ 
dermic 
syringe 
und^r 
the 
skin. 
They are not valuable unless given 
directly into the blood stream. 
The vaccines should he started 
some weeks before the expected on­ 
set of the attack. In some instance? 
they may he started when the at­ 
tack begins, but this Is not so like­ 
ly to he successful. And in very 
resistant cases it has been found 
that treatment must he carried out 
through the whole year. 
As to the ancress of the vaccines. 
It. should be said frankly that it Is 
not universal. Complete freedom 
from symptoms is really rare. But 
for everyone it is worth a try. and 
this Is the time of year to begin.

ago this fall, a graduate of Dana 
H 
Institute of Music at W arren In 
the spring of 1929. This was his 
first position. He began his work 
here with a will, and his efforts 
have produced so many champion­ 
ship bands that Lisbon has b ecom e 
known, not only In Ohio, but in 
several other states, as the home 
of one of the leading school bands 
of the country. 
Mr. Wise claimed the credit Is 
due to the students themselves and 
to the thorough cooperation of the 
citizens and parents in making It 
possible for the band to attend dis­ 
trict, state and national contests. 
The achievement of the band un­ 
der Mr. W ise can be noted in the 
fact that In the spring of 1930 they 
entered th* northeastern Ohio con­ 
test at Bedford, and out of 12 in 
the division, finished In 12th place. 
The next time the Lisbon band was 
heard from, It obtained third posi­ 
tion in the Ohio valley contest in 
1933. and then in 1934. after win­ 
ning a superior rating In the dis­ 
trict contest, at Kent, participat­ 
ed In the state contest and receiv- 
ed an excellent rating, making it 
eligible for the national contest. 
Funds were raised and the band 
was sent to Des Moines. la , where, 
competing with the finest scholas­ 
tic bands in the land, Lisbon won a 
fourth division rating of very good. 
In 1935. Lisbon again captured su­ 
perior honors In the district con­ 
test at Berea and again was given 
second rating in the state meet, 
while in 1936 the band made it a 
double with superior awards In 
both the district and state meets. 
With this rating Lisbon again was 
eligible for the national event in 
1936 at Cleveland, where it placed 
In the second, or excellent, divi­ 
sion. 
State contests were then aban­ 
doned except on even years, when 
national events also are held, and 
competing in the district contest 
in 
Akron 
In 
1987, 
Lisbon 
was 
awarded an excellent rating. Still 
among the top-notchers, it won su­ 
perior ratings In both the district 
and state contests In 1938, and 
again was eligible for the third 
consecutive event, from which It 
emerged w ith a rating of very 
good. 
With the recent superior rating 
In the district contest last Friday, 
which wound up band competition 
for this year, Lisbon High school 
has an enviable record of seven
